Somebody has said thnt a Kun is

teriously. 
In handling firearms a pro- 


portion of humans In this world appear 
to he afflicted with a mental weakness 
that makes It impossible for them to 
count straight 
or to 
see 
solid ob- 


jects. They draw four cartridges out 
of a nve-chambered revolver and care- 
fully count the four cartridges as five, 
or they look anxiously into the breach 
of a douhle-ban eleil gun and fail to Bee 
that only one barrel Is empty. 
This is 


not a humorous description, or au ex- 
aggeration for the sake of making a 
point. Every man who handles weap- 
ons much will admit that the eye, hav- 
ing become accustomed to peeling Into 
fluns, and the mind, having become ac- 
customed to thinking of them, become 
indifferent and prone to illusions. 


When familiarity breeds a contempt 


In the eye and tho brain, against one's 
will, the case becomes wor^e. Tims, 
onu of the most careful of guides in 
Maryland was' loading some shells for 
snipe one afternoon for 
a party of 


sportsmen who were coming down that 
slight. He' loaded the powder in first, 
rnd as soon as a shell wns filled with 
explosive lie laid It nsidc and went on 
with the next. 
When he 
had com- 


pleted his work of loading the shells 
with powder he began at the begin- 
ning of the row to fill them with shot. 
He was surprised to see that the shot 
barely found room in the shells, and 
on .investigation 
found 
that he had 


loaded each shell twice with powder. 
There, -would have 
been .a fine col- 


lection of sore shoulders and headaches 
had he not discovered the mistake In 
time. 


Apart from mistakes like this the 


business of handling firearms is at- 
tended with danger. There is no ele- 
ment of safety 
in 
explosives. They 


will do things which no theory or ar- 
gument will explain.

car. he stated positively that sa fnr in the United States government has receiv- 
ed no answer from S pain, nor has .the French ambassy received 
an answer 


At the same time the final answer is expected dally a.id almots hourly, and 


although no official intimation has been given it Is passible that no decision 
has already been'reached at Madrid. 
It has not reached any quarter in Wash- 


ington up to the present time, however. 
Under the circumstances, there 
will 


be no occasion for the French ambassador going to the White House to pre- 
sent any communication from Spain, and this in itself, Indicates conclusively 
that the negotiations have not yet reached the stage where the final response 
of Spain Is ready for submission. 
At the same time, a call by M. Cambon at 


the state department today has no reference to the peace cegotlatbns or to the 
affairs'of Spain, br.t for the purpose of discussing a matter'telatlve to Fiance and 
the IJniied States.

CAPRICIOUS THINGS. 


The Tendencey of Even the Most Ordinary Gun Is 


to Go Off Anyway, 


CAREFULNESS DOES NOT 
PREVENT 
EXPLOSIONS. 


A Fall of Sixty -Feet Failed To Affect Primers Which Afterward 


Responded to the Trigger.

M.-.ny 
of tho accidents of tlio huutlug Ueld 
are caused this way. 


Guns havo -boon known to explode 


without a blow from Iho bainmcr. In 
a pigeon shooting club, near Morgan's, 
New (Jersey, a man picked up a sun 
which had boon loaded probably half 
an hour before. Tho hammers worn 
down and pressing on tho firing plus. 
Ills first action was to raise them, and 
as ho did so tlio two barrels went off. 


I It was evident that the firing pins had 
been pressing so li'.ircl on tlie primers 
!of the shells that the llttlo movement 
I necessary to raise tho hammers com- 
pleted the pressure and discharged the 
gun. 


Gtins burst In queer ways. Some- 


times tho muzzles nro blown clear off. 
Again, a gun will simply spjit along 
tho side of the barrel. Slugs or heavy 
shot ii.sed in a shot gun often bulge 
it without breaking it open. Some- 
limes the bulge 
is gradual and in- 


volves the larger part of tho barrel. 
Sometimes it is confined, to a small 
area and lies around tho barrel like 
a big welt. A defective shell may blow 
a hole into a barrel, leaving it perfect 
In all other respects. 


1 saw a man flro a heavy breech- 


loa.dlng goosa gun with an enormous 
charge. The gun proper withstood the 
test, but tho stock split off clem and 
tho recoil drove the gun. barrel over 
his shoulder, gashing his face and arm 
savagely.

Somebody has saltl that a gun Is 


dangerous without stock, loci: or bar- 
rel. That is almost true. 
Guns and 


revolvers seem to loud themselves mys- 
teriously. In handling firearms a pro- 
portion of humnns In this world appear 
to he afllictet] with u mental weakness 
that makes It Impossible for them to 
count straight 
or to 
see 
solid ob- 


jects. They draw four cartridges out 
of a five-chambered revolver and care- 
fully count the four cartridges fis flve, i 
or they look anxiously into the breach ' 
of a double-barreled gun and fail to see 
that only one barrel is empty. This is 
not a humorous description, or an ex- 
aggeration for the sake of making a 
point. Kvery man who handles weap- 
ons much will aihnit that the eye, hav- 
ing become accustomed to peering into 
guns, and the mind, having become ac- 
customed to thinking of them, become 
Indifferent and prone to Illusions. 


When familiarity breeds a contempt 


jn the eye and the brain, against one's 
Tvill, the case becomes worse. 
Thus, 


one of the most careful of guides in 
Maryland was loading some shells for 
snipe, one afternoon for 
a party of 


Fportsmen who were coining down that 
night. He loaded the powder In first, 
and as soon as*a shell wns filled with 
explosive he laid It aside and went on 
.with the next. "When he 
lind com- 


pleted his work of loading the shells 
with powder he liefian -at the begin- 
ning of the row to fUl them with shot. 
He was surprised to see that tho shot 
barely found room in the shells, and

Spaniards havo been busily at work 
fortifying the principal ports, and havo 
considerable garrisons there.

Cape de Verd and Madeira islands and 
the Azores remnants of that sunken 
continent. 
The Canary Islands were 


known to the Phoenicians and the no- 
mans. Ptolemy, Pliny the Elder, and 
Piularch called 
them the Fortunate 


Islands. 


The Islands received : thejr 
names 


from tlie I,atln "Canls," a dog, because

The Tendencey of Even the Most Ordinary Gun Is 


to Go Off Anyway. 


CAREFULNESS DOES NOT PREVENT EXPLOSIONS. 


A Fall of Sixty Feet Failed To Affect Primers Which Afterward 


Responded to the Trigger. 


Somebody has said that a gun Is 


dangerous without stock, lock or bar- 
rel. 
That Is almost true. 
Guns and 


revolvers seem to load themselves mys- 
teriously. In handling firearms a pro- 
portion of humans in this world appear 
to be afflicted with a mental weakness 
that makes It impossible for them to 
count straight 
or to 
see 
sulld ob- 


jects. They draw four cartridges out 
of a five-chaiubered revolver and care- 
fully count the four cartridges as five, 
or they look anxiously Into the breach 
of a double-barreled gun and fail to see 
that only ono barrel is empty. This la 
not a humorous description, or an ex- 
aggeration for tho sake of making a 
point. Kvery man who handles weap- 
ons much will admit that the eye, hav- 
ing become accustomed to peeving Into 
guns, and the mitid, having become ac- 
customed to thinking of them, become 
Indifferent and prone to illusions. 


When familiarity breeds a contempt 


in the eye and the brain, against one's 
will, the case becomes worse. 
Thus, 


ono of the most careful of guides In 
Maryland was loading some shells for 
snipe one afternoon for 
a party of 


sportsmen who we.-e coming down that 
night. He loaded the powder In first, 
and as soon as u shell was filled with 
explosive he laid It aside and went on 
wlib the next. When he 
had com- 


pleted his work of loading the shells 
with powder ho began at the begin- 
ning of tbo row to fill them with shot. 
He was surprised to sec that the shot 
barely found room In the shells, and 
on investigation, found that he had 
loaded each 'shell twleo with powder. 
There would have 
been a fine col- 


I lection of sore shoulders and headaches 


hail he not discovered tho mistake In 
time. 


Apart from mistakes like "this tho 


business of handling firearms U at- 
tended with danger. There is no cle- 
ment of safety 
in 
explosives. They 


will do things which no theory or ar- 
gument will explain. 


In climbing up a hillside the writer 


dropped n belt full of 12-gauge shells, 
fitted 
with 
super-sensitive 
primers, 


down a cliff that was about sixty feet 
high. At the bottom was a mass of 
rock and as soon as they fell we drop- 
ped fiat, expecting that they would ex- 
plode. But not one did so. Wo clam- 
bered down and found the brass cases 
battered and dented. In 
soma cases 


the primers wore Indented. 


Why didn't they go off? 
No one knows. They wore all right, 


for those that bad rctaiued their shape 
dirt good service when fired in a gun. 


Now. one of tho men who witnessed 


this was 
in the, Adlrondaoks deer 


shooting that year. His guide whis- 
pered to him to load, 
as a deer was 


coming. He put two 'shells into his 
gun and closed the breech carefully. 
You may Imagine that bo did It cau- 
tiously, if for no other purpose than 
not to alarm the quarry. Yet as the 
gtin was being closed the action of the 
firing pin set off one barrel and the 
deer did not come that way. Tho gun 
was perfect and the firing pin "was deli- 
cate and In first-class order. It could 
not have more than touched the primer 
of the shell. In fact the primer was 
hardly dented. Yet It went off. 


Tho armorer of a Chicago regiment 


was loading cartridges in the armory 
ono Saturday 
afternoon about 
five 


years ago. He was a good man, expert 
at his business. 
His appliances were 


In excellent condition and be.had load- 
ed all his 'cartridges except one. 
He 


remembers that- before he begun to 
load this last one he blew a little dust 
out ot the loading 
block (the little 


block with a hole In the center on 
which tho base of the cartridge rests 
so that the primer will not touch-any- 
thing). 
Then he placed the cartridge 


Into it and loaded it. The minute he 
began to ram the powrter in it exploded 
and tore off 
three fingers. It 
was 


found that, in some mysterious way, 
a little piece of Iron had lodged in the 
hole of the loading block. 'Tho armor- 
er was sure that it had not been thero 


unload It 
minutely.

THE CANARIES. 


On his wcy to the coast of Spain U Is 


supposed that Commodore Watson wiil 
casuaJIy stop at the Canaries and add a 
few more Islands to the territory of tho 
United States. After tho war wo can 
have a. real bargain day in Spanish Is- 
lands. The Canaries lio off the west 
coast of Africa between latitude 27 anil 
30,1 or between the latitudes of Tampa 
and o£ St. Augustine. Via. It will not 
he so easy to Lake these Islands as it 
waa to take tho 
I^adroncs, for 
the 


Spaniards havs been busily at work 
fortifying the principal ports, and have 
considerable garrisons there. 
Tho 


two principal ports nro Santa Cruz, on 
the Island of Tenerlffe, and Las Pal- 
mas, on tho Grand Canary. 
Santa 


CJruz Is the capital of 
the 
Islands. 


Over it rises the giant volcanic peak 
of Tenerlffe, 12,182 feet high. 
From 


this Island and mountain Weylor takes 
his title, being Marquis of Tcncrlffe. 
Therefore American Eimncra will bom- 
hard the island's prlnc-Ipal town all tho 
more heartily. 


It IB reported that there Is a garri- 


son of 7,000 Spanish soldiers In Santa 
Cruz, of which 1,000 aro artillerymen. 
Not long ago an officer who arrived at 
Southampton 
oil a ship from Cape 


Town, which touched at Santa Cruz, 
reported that there were SOO engineers 
and 600 men working day and night, 
to 
strengthen 
the 
defenses 
there. 


Breastworks and bastions vrcra being 
thrown up to double tho strength of the 
fortifications at all vulnerable points, 
and ship loads of ammunition had been 
sent out from Spain. All the empty 
houses and several churches had been 
taken by the government for 
store 


houses and barracks. As long ago as 
May martial law was proclaimed on tbe 
Islands.

11. This fort alone Is believed by tho 
Spaniards to be able to keep any hos- 
tile fleet ou( of the harbor. Another ot 
tho forts commanding the harbor Is 
the Ca-stelto de San Fernando.

In other words, their area Is a llttlo 
less than thot of tho state- of Connec- 
ticut and their population about the 
same as that of tho city of Cincinnati. 
Those who believe In tho theory of a 
loat Atlantis proclaim 
tha 
Canary. 


Cnpe de Vcrd and Madeira islands and 
the Atores remnants of that sunken 
continent. 
Tho Canary Islands wero 


known to the Phoenicians and the Ilo- 
roana. 1'tolemy, Pliny tho Elder, and 
Plutarch called 
them 
tho Fortunate 


Islands. 


The islands received 
their 
names 


from the I>atln "Cants," a dog, because 
of a breed of large dogs which 
was 


raided thero In tho time of tho Roman 
Empire. All "swell" Romans had Ca- 
nary dogs ill their houses. 
Some of 


these beasts cost ?500 and J700 a pair. 
The breed 1s now entirely extinct, and 
in place of dogs which gave a namo to 
the islands we have as household peta 
birds which take their name 
from 


them. The canary iu its wild state in 
the Islands Is not so beautiful as in Its 
domesticated state, but Is tuneful and 
prolific. Tho Canaries used to ha no- 
ted for Ilieir wine, and aomo Is still 
sent out from there. Since J853, how- 
ever, when a phlloxera destroyed tho 
vines, tho wine production has not boon 
frroat, and much of tbe land formerly 
devoted to viticulture Is now planted 
In raetus for the raising of the cochi- 
neal bug. the production of cochineal 
Imvlng become ono of tho great In- 
dustries of the Islands. 
Tho Inhabi- 


tants of the Canaries are slightly dark- 
er than tho Inhabitants of Southern 
Spain. Tho original Inhabitants of the 
Islands were called Guanches.

exterminated this race when she took 
possession of tho Islands. The natives

but were finally overcome.
